P erth Show and Sale

At 9:30 Monday morning, we took the train back to Perth to 
attend the Shorthorn sale and show. We left our traveling com- 
panion, Reg Hastilow, on the station platform and I could not thank 
him enough for the trouble he had gone to in driving me through 
these great Scottish herds that Sunday and Monday morning. I 
hope some day I shall be able to do the same for him and I hope 
he will come to this country and give me an opportunity. He is 
one of the younger cattle breeders of Scotland who with his father, 
has one of the good herds. It is young men like him, who through 
generations in that country 
have made it famous as a 
great pure bred animal 
breeding grounds. 

Jack Sinclair of course 
came with me on the train 
from Grantown-on Spey to 
Perth, as he accompanied 
me everywhere I went in 
Scotland. On our trip that 
morning, to Perth, we had 
time to compare notes and 
to discuss the cattle we had 
seen on our trip so far. I 
found that he was getting 
or had the same impres- 
sions as I had regarding 
the different herds we had 
seen and the different in- 
dividual cattle that we had 
inspected. The talk we had 
that morning as the train 
hurried us to Perth, helped 
to impress my mind about 
the trip in such a way that 
I am able to remember the 
details sufficiently to write 
these stories. The fact that 
Jack Sinclair was along 
with me made the trip much

also arranged to get my fur coat. I took this fur coat with me 
as it was very cold when I left home. However, it created so much 
curiosity on the streets of Perth, that I was ashamed to wear it, so 
I checked it from place to place and never wore it again in Scot- 
land. We had lunch at the Station Hotel and immediately went 
back to the same scene where the Aberdeen-Angus show and sale 
was held a week previous. There we saw large crowds of Short- 
horn breeders and buyers. The cattle were being shown on the 
street when we walked up. Sinclair wanted to buy a Shorthorn bull 
for the Dalmeny Shorthorn 
herd, so I left him to figure 
out his own bull while I 
walked through the barns, 
talked to different breeders 
and looked at the cattle. I 
met here Mr. Donald Allan 
of Ballintomb and with him 
watched the judging of the 
Shorthorn bulls. The classes 
were not so large as was 
the case with the Aberdeen- 
Angus the previous week. I 
noticed immediately that 
the Shorthorn bulls were 
much higher fitted than the 
Aberdeen-Angus had been. 
As I looked at these classes, 
I said to Mr. Allan that 
these were the greatest 
classes of Shorthorn bulls 
that I had ever seen. The 
winners in almost every 
case were short legged, 
very thick and with it, lots 
of depth of body and plenty 
of scale.

discussed cattle, with this 
young cattleman, son and assistant of George Sinclair one of the 
most widely known live stock men in Scotland, I could not help but 
think that some day Jack Sinclair was the kind of a young Scotch 
man that we should get over to this country to judge our cattle at 
some of the big shows. I know he could do the job and do it right. 

We arrived at Perth at noon. The trip aown took us over one 
of the highest elevations in Scotland. When we got up to the top 
of this mountain, we found a rough country with practically no 
farming, but largely a place good for hunting deer and other simi- 
lar sports. It is surprising in view of the size of the country and 
the number of the people that places like this could be found right 
in the center of Scotland. I watched out the window and -tried to 
absorb all the Scotch scenery I could. 

When we arrived at Perth, we went immediately to the Station 
Hotel. There I arranged to get my trunk sent on to Edinburgh and

Ak-Sar-Ben Awards 


Brown Secures Both Grand Championship, 


Elliot 


For the third time has Ak-Sar-Ben staged 
a great live stock show. This year the at- 
tendance was slightly improved over that of 
the two former years. It seems a pity that 
such a splendid show should be put on here 
in the middle west where cattle form such 
a vital part of our agriculture and receive 
so little attention at the hands of the farm- 
ers and stock growers and the towns folk 
of Omaha and Council Bluffs as well. The 
management this year staged a wonderful 
show of live stock. The Aberdeen-Angus 
breed did its part nobly and well. Seven 
full herds and several parts of herds were 
present to compete for the blue and the pur- 
ple ribbons. The breeding classes were well 
filled with very acceptable specimens. Judge 
Otto V. Battles expressed himself as highly 
pleased with the quality of the cattle shown 
here. He experienced no difficulty in se- 
lecting for the championships such animals 
as fitted well into his ideal for an Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding beast. 

Elliott Brown, of Rose Hill, lowa, proved 
to be captain general in the first day’s bat- 
tle when the bulls of various ages met in 
their respective classes in friendly rivalry 
for high honors. It was his great show bull 
Revolution 37th, a creditable son of the In- 
ternational grand champion Blackcap Revo- 
lution that went to the head of the aged bull 
class and it was this same bull that finished 
with the senior and grand championship 
honors. Young Brown also captured the 
senior yearling class with Revolution 84th 
another son of Blackcap Revolution. Again 
he took the blue in the calf class with En- 
vious Marshall 3d another grandson of old 
Earl Marshall, this one being sired by Ex- 
celsior Marshall. This same lad scored at 
the head of the class in the three bull group. 

Blake Brothers of Des Moines, Iowa, took 
first with Blackcap Benz 11th in the two 
year old class. This being a son of Black- 
cap Benz 5th. They also won the senior 
bull calf class with Burgess 4th of Page a 
son of Glencarnock Revolution 6th whose 
sire was Blackcap Revolution. This will be 
remembered as the junior champion bull at 
Iowa state fair this year. Wayland Hopley 
showed Barkley Quality a son of Quality 
Marshall 3d, who by the way is a full broth- 
er to Mr. Scripps’ International grand 
champion bull Quality Marshall, and there- 
fore a son of old Earl Marshall, to first 
honors in the junior yearling class and 
Henry Schmuecker & Sons, of Blairstown, 
Iowa, went to the top in the summer year- 
ling class with Brookside Eliminator, a son 
of Blackstone 10th. Hopley’s bull became 
junior champion of the show. 

Next day Brown made another cleanup in 
the female section. His aged cow Eva of 
Rose Hill 2d won her class by default, no 
others appearing against her. This gave 
her a rating in the championship contest 
where she went over for both senior and 
grand champion. This same lad was strong 
all down the line, taking first in the senior 
yearling heifer class with Maple River Eri- 
anna 6th.

Thus 
closing a very strong showing with Earl 
Marshall breeding. 

Henry Schmuecker & Sons made a valiant 
fight with the daughters of Blackcap Ban- 
dolier 2d.

By time to open the sale the seats which 
had been arranged inside the big fitting 
barn were well filled and mostly with men 
who had come to take part in the bidding, 
which they did. Many a man started an 
animal and stayed for a while only to see 
his favorite rise above what he considered 
his‘level. From this time on there is going 
to be an increased amount of experience like 
this for pure bred Aberdeen-Angus are be- 
ing appreciated more and more every day. 
So much so that no sale will be held but that 
someone will be there to secure at least one 
or two of the better ones. Such competition 
is certain to raise the valuations materially 
during the next twelve months and the Jour- 
nal believes that breeders generally will 
concur in this conclusion. So this is without 
question the proper time to secure seed 
stock. Get in early and go along up with 
the general program. 

Mr. J. E. Andrus who purchased so many 
of the good ones in the spring sale at Page 
came back for a herd bull and secured as 
such a bull that had not been listed in the 
catalog, an outstanding individual of much 
promise which cost him $515.00 the top fig- 
ure for bulls.

She is sired 
by Edward Glencarnock by the Internation- 
al grand champion Blackcap Revolution and 
is out of a granddaughter of both Imp. 
Evreux of Harviestoun and Earl Eric of 
Ballindalloch, one of the famous Hartley 


Elines and one that should do well for her 
new owner. 

St. Albans Farms, Becker, Missouri, took 
the next two high ones at $490.00 and 
$450.00 respectively. Miss Burgess Harri- 
son 3d 398556 is an intensely Earl Marshall 
bred cow in calf to Imp. Evascus of Ballin- 
dalloch. She is a daughter of the Interna- 
tional grand champion Bar Marshall, by 
Earl Marshall, whose dam, Barbara Mc- 
Henry 33d is a daughter of the three times 
International grand champion Glenfoil 
Thickset 2d. Her dam, Miss Burgess 370574 
is a daughter of the International grand 
champion Blackcap Revolution by Earl Mar- 
shall. Blackcap Glencarnock 8th 438140 a 
member of the Hartley Bessie tribe sold 
with a calf at foot by Earl Eric of Glencar- 
nock 3d, a double grandson of Blackcap 
Revolution and was rebred to Imp. Benedic- 
tine Monk, making her next calf a double 
bred Miss Burgess of the highest order. 
This cow is a daughter of the champion bull 
Faultless Pass, a direct paternal descendant 
of the International grand champion Prince 
Ito 2d.

Price levels at the leading markets seem discouraging. We hear 
all manner of sayings concerning the shortage of beef cattle and 
yet the weekly average arrivals at the seven principal western 
markets are in excess of comparative weeks of last year or for 
comparative periods for the past three years. To some it would 
seem that this shortage talk is bunk. How could it be when the 
markets indicate otherwise? To the man who analyzes carefully 
conditions not for a day but over a period of years the answer is 
simple. Extended drouth areas have caused a feed shortage which 
is driving the cattle to market. Scared bankers are forcing liqui- 
dations in other sectors. These two factors are responsible for the 
present rush to market which is liable to continue for some time 
yet for most operators as well as bankers confine themselves pret- 
ty closely to their immediate neighborhoods, thus shortening their 
perspective for the future.

Farm-Raised Quality Beef. 


Our impression is that the farm production of quality beef 
through the maintenance of a high grade or pure bred cow herd is 
slowly increasing, and we find that others are of the same opinion. 
It is a highly specialized business, but where management is good 
seems to be very satisfactory in its returns. 

A Minnesota man was on the market this week with two loads 
of Aberdeen-Angus steers, averaging just under 950 pounds, that 
sold at $13.50, top for the day. These calves were of his own rais- 
ing. They were out of cows of good breeding, and only the best 
bulls are used. Quality and finish are emphasized. We don’t know 
what the profit per steer was, but the owner says that he would 
come out all right at a price considerably lower. The kind of beef 
he is making is indicated by the fact that for the past six years he 
has topped the market whenever he has shipped. 

Along the same line we note the story of a field day held at 
the farm of a Kansas farmer to study his beef production methods. 
There were 18 Hereford calves in the season’s crop. His records 
showed the calves having a feed bill of $18.41 up to date, and after 
deducting this from their estimated home value of $80, $61.59 re 
mained to pay for keeping the cow during the year. While this 
cost is variable, the records at this farm indicate that a $15 winter 
feed bill, a $10 pasture bill and an overhead charge of $15 will take 
care of all expenses, leaving $21.59 as the [Continued on page

sentation from the Argentine, besides the 
exporters themselves who were there. I 
met quite a large number of prominent 
Shorthorn breeders. I was interested to 
meet again, Mr. Durno whose farm I had 
visited, also Mr. Duthie Webster whose fa- 
mous Collynie herd is to the Shorthorns 
what Ballindalloch is to the Aberdeen-An- 
gus, and I repeat now what .. said in an 
earlier article that this Collynie herd under 
Mr. Duthie Webster’s ownership and man- 
agement is one of the best Shorthorn herds 
I have ever seen and it is to his credit to 
know that he can carry on the herd of his 
great uncle, Mr. William Duthie in such a 
way that there is no question but that it is 
improving right along as it should. The 
shortest legged bull of any breed I saw in 
Scotland was a Shorthorn bull in the Col- 


lynie herd which was purchased by Mr. Du- 
thie Webster at Perth a year ago. Again 
this year Mr. Webster purchased for Colly- 
nie at Perth another short legged bull of the 
same type, rated as the best bull at Perth 
this year. I just mention this to doubly im- 
press the people of this country with the 
way these great herds are carried on from 
generation to generation without allowing 
the high quality of the herd to deteriorate. 
None of them are willing to rest on their 
laurels but are carried on successfully by 
the owners realizing that in order to pro- 
gress they must be ready at all times to 
buy the best herd bulls to take into their 
herds. Herds that have not done this have 
not been able to last as Ballindalloch and 
Collynie have done. The blood lines of these 
new herd bulls are always partly related at 
least to their herds so that the introduction 
of these outstanding new bulls from year to 
year, is never too violent.

their finest condition up until a couple of 
days before.the sale was to take place. It 
was then that the whole summer’s supply of 
water was gathered above the King City 
district and permitted to come down in tor- 
rents. Mud everywhere, as bad or worse 
than the hot summer’s dust. Off the slab 
there was little or nothing doing except for 
those clad in rubber boots of knee length— 


the lads with hip boots seemed the better 
satisfied. The slabs were muddy and dif- 
ficult to traverse. Cars were in the ditches 
all along the way and the only reason that 
“Betty Lou” was not included in the bunch 
was the fact that we could not find a suit- 
able unoccupied place to slip off. Men but 
thirty or forty miles away spent the whole 
day trying to reach the scene of action for 
they were confident that “Frank McKenny 
would sell them cattle as advertised” and 
they wanted in on the bargains. It rained 
from early morning until the sale was fin- 
ished—when we say rained that’s what we 
mean. 

It looked advisable at times to postpone 
the sale, but a goodly number of neighbors 
had come to buy and rather than disappoint 
them the program was carried out as adver- 
tised. Resulting of course in disaster as far 
as the success of the sale was concerned 
from Mr. McKenny’s point of view. How- 
ever it proved a happy day for those who 
did come and sit upon the rain soaked seats 
during the long afternoon. The absence of 
breeders from a distance, due of course to 
their inability to make the trip, left the 
buying almost entirely in the hands of the 
few men who had gathered for the occasion, 
and they took advantage of the situation as 
all good business men would and should. 
With the exception of a very few the cattle 
remained right in the neighborhood. lowa 
buyers had come down on the hard road 
from a short way north and gathered unto 
themselves some real bargains. 

Blackcap Bandolan 4th 438198 an August 
1929 son of Bandolan and Blackcap Judy 
53d found a new home with A. D. Davis of 
Weston, Missouri, at the bargain price of 
$250.00, making for this courageous Mis- 
sourian a fine day’s work. Perhaps the big- 
gest bargain of the day was found in Elba 
McKenny 2d 431008, a March 1929 show 
heifer by Ennoble Elba, a son of Pat Dono- 
hoe’s great breeding bull Elberon 2d and 
Elba of Glyn Mawr 7th, and out of a daugh- 
ter of the most excellent Elba cow, Import- 
ed Edina 2d of Kildrummy by Exalter of 
Ballindalloch. She went to Boyd G. Weid- 
lein of Webster City, Iowa, at $325.00. El- 
liott Brown of Rose Hill, Iowa, and Weid- 
lein, battled for ownership of Eraline E. 2d 
403165 with a splendid show calf at foot, 
with Brown succeeding at $220.00. Fred 
Spears of King City battled these same two 
lads for the ownership of Lady Blue 2d with 
another nice show bull calf at foot.
